A DISCIPLINARY ORDER
A. PUBLIC REPRIMAND |

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that respondent John J. Martinez, M.D., Physician’s and
Surgéon’s Certificate No. G 58835, shall be and is hereby Publicly Reprimanded pursuant to
California Business and Professions Codé section 2227, subdi\;ision (a)(4). This Public
Reprimand, which is issued in connection with respbndent’s violations of the Medical Practice
Act as set forfh in Accusation No. 800-2014-008050, is as follows:
.' On or about April 9, 2015, you were convicted of one or more offenses
substantially related to the qualiﬁcaﬁons, functions, or duties of a physician and
surgeon, and engaged in general unprofessional conduct, as more fully described in
Accusation No. 800-2014-008050. k
B. PROFESSIONALISM PROGRAM (ETHICS COURSE)

Within 60 calendar days of the effective date of this Decision, respondent shall enroll
in a professionalism program, that meets the requirements, of Title 16, California Code of

Regulations (CCR) section 1358.1. Respondent shall participate in and successfully complete

. that program. Respondent shall provide any information and documents that the program may

deem pertinent. Réspondent shall successfully complete the classroom component of the program

not later than six (6) months after respondent's initial enrollment; and the longitudinal component

4
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of the program not later than the time specified by the program, but no later than one (1) year
aftér attending the classroom component. The professionalism program shall be at respondent's
expense and shall be in addition to the Continuing Medical Education (CME) requirements for
renewal of licensure.

A professionalism program taken after the acts that gave rise to the charges in the
Accusation, but prior to the effective date of the Decision may, in the sole discretion of the Board
or its designee, be accepted towards the fulfillment of this condition if the program would have
been approved by the Board or its designee had the program been taken after the effective date of
this Decision.

Respondent shall submit a certification of successful completion to the Board or its
designee not later than 15 calendar days after successfully completing the program or not later
than 15 calendar days after the effective date of the Decision, whichever is later.

ACCEPTANCE

I, John J. Martinez, M.D., have carefully read this Stipulated Settlement and Disciplinary
Order and, having the benefit of counsel, enter into it freely, voluntarily, intelligently, and with
full knowledge of its force and effect on my Physician’s and Surgeon’s Certificate No. G 58835.

I fully understand that, after signing this stipulation, I may not withdraw from it, that it shall
be submitted to the Medical Board of California for its consideration, and that the Board shall
have a reasonable period of time to consider and act on this sﬁpulgﬁon after receiving it. By
entering into this stipulation, I fully understand that, upon formal aCCepfance by the Board, I shall
be publically reprimanded by the Board and shall be required to comply with all of the terms and
conditions of the Disciplinary Order set forth above.

3. This Accusation is brought before the Board, under the authority of the following

laws. All section references are to the Business and Professions Code unless otherwise indicated.

6. * Section 2236 of the Code states:

“(a) The .conviction,of any offense substantially related to the qualifications,

| functions, or duties of a ph~ysician and surgeon constitutes unprofessionafconduct within |
the meaning of this chapter [Chapter 5, the Médical Practice Act]. The récord of conviction
shall be conclusive evidence only of the fact that the conviction occurred.

“(c) ... The division' may inquire iﬁto the circumstancés surrounding the commission
of a crime in order to fix the degree of discipline orvto determine if the conviction is of an
offense substantially related to the qualifications, functions, or duties of 4 physician and
surgeon.

“(d) A pleaor verdict of guilty or a conviction after a plea of nolo contendere is
deemed to be a éonvi_ct‘ion within the fneaning of this séction and Section 2236.1.

of a‘cfime, if the crime is substantially related to the qualifications, functions, or duties of

1 gection 2002 of the Code states: “Unless otherwise expressly provided, the term ‘board’
as used in this chapter means the Medical Board of California. As used in this chapter or any
other provision of law, ‘Division of Medical Quality’ and ‘Division of Licensing’ shall be deemed
to refer to the board. ' .

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- “(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, a board may exercise any authority
to discipline a licensee for convictio’ﬁ of a crime that is iﬁdependent of the authority granted’
under subd1v1510n (a) only if the crlme is substantially related to the qualifications,
functions, or dutles of the busmess or profess1on for which the licensee’s license was

issued.

““(c) A conviction within the meaning of this section means a plea or verdict of guilty

or a conviction following a plea of nolo contendere.

FIRST CAUSE FOR DISCIPLINE

(Convnctlon of a Crlme)

11. Respondent J ohn J. Martinez, M.D., is subject to d1501p11nary actlon under sect10ns
2227 'and 2234, as defined by section 2236, of the Code, in that he has been convicted of an
offense substantially related to the qualifications, functions, or'du‘tieé of a physician and surgeon.
‘The circumstances are as follows:

12. On or about September 2, 2014, in the case entltled The People of the State of
California vs. Juan Jesus Martinez aka John Jesus Martinez, Superior Court of California,
| County of Orange, Case No. 14HF2435 , a felony complaint was filed against respondent. The
complaint charged respondent with violations of the following sections of the l’enal Code:

On or about April 9? 2015, in Case No. 14HF2435, the following counts were added:

Device, Other Than Fixed Ammunition of a Caliber Greater Than .60 caliber, as a

misdemeanor)

On or about April 9, 2015, respondent pled guilty to counts 6, 7 and 8, with the

remaining counts being dismissed. In his written plea explanation, respondent stated

“On Sept. 2, 2014 in O.C. [Ofarigé County], I did unlawfully use force upon

[female person], I did unlawfully damage a wireless communication device with the

intent to prevent the user from notifying law enforcement, and I did possess a

destructive device, other than a firearm, of a caliber greater than .60 caliber.”

On or about April 9, 2015, respondent was sentenced on his plea of guilty, to three (3)

years’ formal probation on various terms and conditions, including that he violate no law; not

knowingly own, use, or possess any type of dangerous'or deadly weapon for ten (10) years; pay

$5,000 to the Orange County Sheriff’s Department Bomb Squéd, and various other fines and fees;

servé one day in the Orange County jail; complete 200 hours community service; attend and

completé the Domestic Violence Batterers® Treatment Program (52 week class). In ad{iition,

respondent was served with a Protective Order and-ordered to comply with all its terms.

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16. The facts and circumstances underlying respondent’s coﬁviction are as follows:

a)  Onorabout September 2, 2014, at approximately 0043 hours, deputies from the
Orange County Sheriff’s Department were dispatched to resbondent’s home fof a
reported domestic violence disturbahce. A female persoh reported that respondent
had attacked her and choked her, and that respondent had firearms in a safe in his
garage.

b)  Upon inspection of the garage, the. deputies found multiple firearms, including nine
(9) assault weapons, one (1) machine gun, one (1) “zip gun,” as well as illegal
explosives and explosive-making materials, including Star Targets® and ETN," among
others.’

c) C.)ther.items collected by deputies from respondent’s garage included three (3)
destructive devices,® fourteen (14) practice bombs, a smoke grenade and three (3)
practice grenades, a M19 Bazooka/rocket launcher, approximately 1,790 cartridges of
non-tracer .223/5/56 ammunition, 2 x 20mm cannon cartridges, 2 x 12 gauge |
cartridges, 11 x .44 magnum caftridges, 3 x .30 caliber carbine cartridges, 13 x .50
ceiliber cartridges, and approximately 693 x .223/5.56 tracer cartridges.

d)  On the same dafe, an Emergency Protective Order. was approved by a judge of the
Superior Court, Orange County in favor of the female person who made the initial
complaint. .

17. Respondent JohnJ .'I}fl\artines,_M.D., is further subject to disciplinary action under
sections 2227 and 2234 of the Code, in that he has engaged in conduct Which breaches the rules or
ethical code of the medical profession, or conduct that is unbecoming to a member in good |
standmg of the medical profession, and which demonstrates an unfitness to practice medicine.
The cnrcumstances are as follows: |

19. On or about September 26, 2014, a webpage dedicated to providing the publie with ‘
information about resoondent’s practice as a physician and surgeon included several biographical
details in the “About me” section, including the following sentence: '

“] attended Harvard University and Stanford Medical School for my medical training.”

20. Onor about October 23, 2015 ,' at approxirnately 1:50 p.rn., respondent emailed his
curriculum vitaé to the Division of Investigation, Health Quality Investigation Unit (DOI-HQIU)

(“the first CV™). In this document, he listed under the heading “Education,” the following

information:

“1979-1980 A.B. Harvard University
1980-1983.M.A. Stanford University
1980-1985M.D.  Stanford University”

21. Atan 1nterv1ew conducted on or about October 23, 2015 by DOI-HQIU as part of its

investigation into this matter on behalf of the Board, respondent elaborated on his first CV by

explaining that he had attended Harvard as an undergraduate, from 1976 through 1980 for which

‘he had been awarded a Bachelor’s degree. On the same date, respondent was asked to provide

DOI-HQIU with a copy of the degree he earned from Harvard University. Respondent undertook
to. do'so. -

23.  On or about September 11, 1986, respondent represented to-the Board that he had

the costs of probation monitoring; and
